The Gettysburg fire company was 
called at 10:55 o’clock Friday night 
to Baltimore street as a precaution­ 
ary measure when a large tractor- 
trailer truck smashed into a tree 
and gasoline from tile battered truck 
flowed down Baltimore street. There 
was no fire. 
Borough police said the accident 
occurred when Thomas E Williams, 
Lawrenceville. 111., R I, stopped his 
tractor-trailer atop Cemetery hill 
on Baltimore street and stepped out 
to “stretch his legs ” Tile vehicle 
drifted down the hill and smashed 
into two trees in front of the home 
of Harry E. Koch, borough council­ 
man and battlefield guide. 
Williams had stopped on the east 
side of the street at the top of Hie 
hill. Tile truck crossed the street to 
the west before striking the trees, 
one of which was ripped out by the 
roots and laid on top of the truck. 
Driver Arrested 
Damage to the latter was esti­ 
mated at $2,000. A charge of failing 
to have his wheels turned toward 
the curb while parked was laid 
against Williams before Justice of 
the Peace John H. Buseiiore. The 
Lawrenceville man paid a fine of $10 
and costs of $3.50 after pleading 
guilty to the charge. 
Tile .sounding of the alarm came 
near the peak of the firemen s festi­ 
val at the engine house Both fire­ 
men and many patrons went to the 
scene of the accident Firemen wet 
down the truck and street to reduce 
the fire hazard. They also assisted 
borough and state police in directing 
traffic. 
Williams, driving a tractor-trailer 
truck owned by Clyde E. Brown, also 
of Lawrenceville, and leased to Ress 
and 
company. Kansas City, 
had 
loaded the truck at W ashington and 
then spent most of Friday a t B alti­ 
more getting the clearance papers 
for his load. He was headed through 
• Gettysburg enroute to St. Louis fol­ 
lowed by another truck of the same 
company. 
After the accident the H and H 
m achine shop tow truck removed 
the tractor part of the truck and 
towed it away. The second tractor- 
Uailer unhitched its tractor 
and 
removed the wrecked one froth the 
scene.

in escrow with the Fidelity Phila­ 
delphia Trust company as guaran­ 
tee that the operation will produce 
enough revenue to pay off the bonds 
in 40 years, operate the water sys­ 
tem and pay IO per cent of net op­ 
erating receipts into a capital im­ 
provement fund.

Prices at the Farm ers Market were 
both “up and down" this morning, 
compared to last Saturday's quota­ 
tions. 
Cherries, coming in larger quanti­ 
ties this week, d iupped from 30 cents 
for sours and 40 cents for sweets 
last week to an almost standard 
price of 25 cents a quart box for both 
sweets and sours. 
Raspberries, both red and black, 
were available at 25 cents a box, a 
drop from Ha- 40 to 45 cents asked 
last week Chickens were down from 
85 cents a pound last week to 60 
cents a pound 
today. Meanwhile 
eggs were selling at from 55 to 60 
cents a dozen, a slight increase over 
last week’s prices. 
W atermelon, cantaloupe and cel­ 
ery arrived on the m arket late this 
morning with the watermelons sell­ 
ing a t 75 cents apiece, cantaloupes 
at 15 to 20 cents apiece and celery 
,*U 18 cents a bunch, two for 35 
cents All came from Baltimore, with 
the same m arketer planning to have 
bananas, grapefruit and the like in 
addition to the melons al Tuesday’s 
m arket. 
Lettuce was in good supply at IO 
cents a box, currants were 30 cents 
a box; and cabbage at five cents a 
pound; onions, ton cents a bunch. 
Potted plants were available at 
30 to 50 cents and cottage cheese sold 
at 20 cents a pint. Cookies were 
available a t 30 cents a dozen, string 
beans at from IS to 20 cents and 
wax beans a l Hie .ame price.

FARMERS HAVE 
THREE CHOICES 
ON CORN LOANS 


The 79 Adams county formers who 
have government loans on 45.643 
bushels of their 1948 corn crop will 
have three choices of what to do 
about the com when September I 
rolls around, if they still hold the 
corn by that time, tire local county 
agricultural conservation committee 
revealed today. 
Under a new “resealing program” 
announced by tile government, the 
farmers may pay off tile loans Sep­ 
tember I, original maturity date on 
the loan they received from the gov­ 
ernment in their 1948 crop, or. they 
may deliver the corn to the Com­ 
modity Credity corporation, or, by 
October 31, they may extend the 
loans to mature July 31, 1960 
The 
resealing 
program, 
which 
pt-muts extension of the loan—and 
continuation of tile corn in its pres­ 
ent storage—was arianged to slow 
down excessive movement of corn 
off farms resulting from heavy de­ 
liveries of corn to the Commodity 
Credit corporation this fall. 
Many Bushels Under .Loan 
Through March about 243 million 
bushels of the 1948 crop of corn was 
put under loan by the government, 
and it is expected that the total 
may be 500 bushels before the end 
of June Rather than be swamped 
by all that corn, the Commodity 
Credit 
corporation 
is 
permitting 
those farmers wile) wish to do so to 
extend the loan, which in effect 
guarantees them present set price 
fur another year, 
Farmers who extend their loans 
will be entitled to a storage pay­ 
ment of IO cents a busiiel ii the com 
is delivered to the Commodity Credit 
corporation at maturity of tile loans, 
it was stated.

“There are 68 species of trees in 
the National cemetery,” Mr. Lunt 
says.

Mr. Lunt says bud habits differ 
here from the habits of many of 
the same birds in his native state. 
“Even the crows are different. 
Their voices are different, and they 
are bolder. Predator birds are wary 
in the woods, but here they invade 
the cemetery, rob the nests of other 
birds of their young and devour 
them in full sight of watchers.” he 
said. 
Bounty on Bears 
Mr. Lunt said he was also inter­ 
ested in the fact that in Pennsyl­ 
vania bears are protected by law. 
“In Maine we offer a bounty for 
them ,” he said. Maine has its snow­ 
shoe rabbits, while Pennsylvania 
has its cottontails. Rabbits bring up 
their families right in the cemetary, 
he says. One nest was discovered at 
the foot of a tree close to the ceme­ 
tery office. Mr. Lunt surprised four 
deer in one part of the cemetery, 
and on another occasion witnessed u 
large buck Jump the high iron fence 
on the Baltimore pike side and 
brouse on the tender grass. 
Mr. Lunt says that his knowledge 
of birds and wild life is due not 
alone to his own experience*, but ta 
his associations with three men. Dr. 
Clarence C. Little, cancer research 
expert, Dr. Edward Brewer, Maine 
state 
entomologist, 
a n d 
Arthur 
Stupka, park naturalist at Acadia 
National park. Dr. Little is head of 
a natlonally-famous cancer research 
clinic iii Maine and bird lover.

Madison Condemns 
Madison, writing in "The Federal­ 
ist ‘ in 1737, the year in which the 
Constitution was drafted by the 
Constitutional Convention, said of a 
Democracy: 
"It may be concluded that a 
pure democracy, by which 
I 
mean a society consisting of a 
small number of citizens, who 
assemble and administer 
the 
government in person, can ad­ 
mit of no cure for the mischiefs 
of faction. A common passi« % 
of interest will, in almost every 
case. be felt by a majority of 
the whole, x x x * and there is 
nothing to check the induce­ 
ments to sacrifice the weaker 
party. Hence it i> that democ­ 
racies have been spectacles of 
turbulence and contention; have 
been found incompatible with 
personal security or the rights 
of property.** 
Then turning to a Republic he 
had this to say; 
“A Republic, by which I mean 
a 
government 
in 
which 
the 
scheme of representation takes 
place, opens a different pros­ 
pect, and promises the cure we 
are seeking. The two great points 
of difference between a Democ­ 
racy and a Republic are: first, 
the delegation of the govern­ 
ment, in a Republic, to a small 
number of citizens elected by 
the rest; secondly, the greater 
number of citizens, and greatar 
sphere of country, over which a 
Republic may be extended. The 
effect of the first difference is 
to refine and enlarge the public 
views by passing them through 
the medium of a chosen body of 
citizens whose wisdom may beat 
discern the true interest of their 
country, and whose patriotism 
and love of Jusitce will be least 
likely to sacrifice it to temporary 
or partial considerations. Ender 
such 
regulation 
it 
may well 
happen that the public voice, 
pronounced by the representa­ 
tives of the people, will be more 
consonant to the public good 
than if pronounced by the peo­ 
ple themselves, convened for the 
purpose.” 
Recognizing the soundness of the 
foregoing, our founding fathers es­ 
tablished a Republic—a representa­ 
tive 
form of 
government 
under 
which the people would be sovereign 
for all tune or so they thought. 
Powers Divided 
In order to avoid the concentra­ 
tion of power in a single head they 
divided the function of government 
into there parts: legislative, execu­ 
tive. and judicial Even this was not 
enough for free Americans, it took 
nine years to accomplish the ratifica­ 
tion of Die Constitution, and then 
only after it had undergone a set 
of amendments commonly known as 
the Bill of Rights, every one of 
which was designed to ported the 
individual from his own government. 


late Elihu Root, outstanding lawyer 
and statesman, arni a great Ameri­ 
can. When asked to stand for the 
United States Senate in 1908 Mr. 
Root 
readily 
accepted, 
and, 
of 
course, was duly elected bv the New 
York Legislature; but. after serving 
six years, he refused to stand for a 
second term, saying in substance 
that he would not subject himself 
to be a party to the cheap and 
petty practices incident to a Pri- 
many campaign for the nomination. 
It is not too much to say that 
the average voter, concerned with 
his own affairs, and lacking con­ 
venient and adequate facilities for 
determining the qualifications of 
candidates who aspire to represent 
him in the National Congress, goes 
to the polls on election day and 
more or less blindly casts his ballot. 
Maybe he has met the various can­ 
didates. say once, during the cam­ 
paign, and votes for one of them 
for some reason not even remote­ 
ly associated with the 
requisite 
qualifications of a Member of Con­ 
gress. 
For example, a candidate for con­ 
gress in a recent election tells me, 
notwithstanding a strenuous and 
thorough-going campaign, that he 
was never once consulted with re­ 
spect to his preparation and qualifi­ 
cations for the high and important 
office he was seeking. He was cau­ 
tioned time and again, however, by 
local leaders, to be well fortified 
with cigars, chewing gum, choco­ 
late bars, et cetera when calling 
upon his prospective constituents;
